81# told $ RI^CfSE that the kray Personnel Office was 
merely waiting tor a letter from FTUUS himself stating that ho was resign- 
ing due to personal complications, and in this way FXLIUS would have a 
chance to resign end not be dropped by the Army with possible effects later 
cm hie attempts to gain eaploysaat. 0 EJ.SCME stated that this was not 
what DPS^IHO wanted but rather requested that the kray write FH.IU3 a letter 
stating ha was dropped because of prolonged absence. This letter could then 
be cited to the KATPOL to back up UPSSItKJs further play of KlilOS. 01# con- 
curred and later called 13L8 and instructed then to have the Arsy Personnel 
Office write a letter dismissing FI1.IU3. UPEfiOO envisions no difficulty 
in obtaining further eaployment for FXLIUS since he will presumably be able 
to explain why he was dropped by the Army by citing setae personal reason.
